Justice Perry takes a turn at dis- 


senting in th« tax appeal of- John H 
Estate, Ltd. A majority opinion writ- 
ten by-;.Qhi«f• Justk* Frear,. signed..by 
Justice Galbraith with the. author 
overrules' the grounds of appeal but 
modifies'the, assessment.

for $8000, a year, at $64,000. The as- 
sessments 'of the two pasture-tracts 
Were raised 'the year before,' .by reason 
of the. rental mentioned, from 344,180 
to $83,360, the .year before that the, as- 
sessment of the 8000 acre tract having 
"been raised from $24,000 to $40,00tf. 


Under the circumstances the majority 


concludes "that the most that can be 
done Is to place the valuation of the 
forest land at the amount at which the 
Tax Appeal Court placed It the year 
before on the evidence then produced, 
there 'being nothing to show that the 
lvalue has changed meanwhile."

THE ARGUMENT. 


"It Js not disputed/' the court says 


In tbe body of Its opinion, "that the 
expenses'now lft^uestibnrwere"neees- 
sary current expenses' within'the mean- 
Ing of Sec. 54 of the Organlcr'Act,". 


Tbe comt also finds that the Legis- 


lature "acted,"-and ffid Spr'^ltt Jiood 
faith," in making-'ippropriatlons in 
1908. 


and that Its failure toe appropriate 
mon.ey 'for necessary eTpggHfn was en- 
tirely due to its. confidence; that tbe 
County Act was valid. In a strict sense 
it might be said'to have* "acted" if ft 
had only1 "considered" appropriations 
and rejected them, but nobody would 
contend that In such case It had 'act- 
ed" within the meaning of the law. 


There is considerable discussion of 


the purport of the word' "biennial" as 
applied to legislative sessions and ap- 
propriations, the court .saying: 


"If it mean* that every appropriation 


bill must cover a/ period of ,twoi years 
or that appropriation bills may be pass- 
ed/only one tn,twp years, that is. at the 
regular session or the extra session Im- 
mediately following the regular session, 
there would be extreme, embarrassment. 
In such case most of the appropriation 
bills thus far passed by the Territorial 
Legislature might be void or. the Leg- 
islature at Its present special:'session 
might not .be able to relieve : the 
present financial situation at all 
by

of appropriation 


bills.

The opinion discountenances the" idea 


that the Treasurer, and Governor may 
supplement the action' of the Legisla- 
ture to the exercise of. the legislative 
function of passing appropriation bins. 
On this the court says:

bills in case the Legislature, should in- 
tentionally omit a single .appropriation 
as unnecessary without flnrtrspeclncal- 
ly and independently repeatjng at its 
regular session the law, If any, for the 
execution of which a similar appropria- 
tion had been made by the preceding 
Legislature, it is unnecessary to say.

C. W. Booth wins his,water taxes 


case by a ^jority decision of the Su- 
preme Court. 
Chief Justice Frear 


writes the controlling, ^d Justice Per- 
ry a concurring; opinion, while Justice 
Galbraith files a dissenting 'opinion. 
Booth returned nearly fifty pieces of 
kula, taro, pasture, vegetable, moun- 
tainous arid residence lands 'in Pauoa, 
Honolulu. 'The assessor increased .a 
number of the valuations. The Tax 
Appeal Court sustained some and not 
others of these increases. Former As- 
sessor Pratt added a new item—"two- 
thirds water rights iauoa valley, $iop,- 
ooo" which the Tax Appeal Court dis- 
allowed, ^hereupon the assessor brought 
the appeal '< now decided. Robertson; & 
Wilder appeared for the assessor; J. A. 
Magooq and J. Lightfoot for the tax- 
payer. 


LAW OF THE CASE. • 


ifhe syllabus of decision reads as fol- 


lows: 


"If Jand with water rights ap- 


purtenant ^thereto and used solely in 
connection therewith, is assessed in full, 
including whatever added value it has 
by reason of such water rights when 
used solely in connection therewith, such 
water rights cannot be further assessed 
apart from the land, as to the whole or 
a part of their value, even if they may 
be worth more fdr^other. purposes than 
when used hi connection with the lands 
to which they are appurtenant, and even 
if the land with such-water rights might 
have been assessed higher because jof. the 
other purposes' to which'the water could 
be applied, and even if the water rights: 
could be assessed separately jff they bad 
not been included in the land." 
,: 


1 THE' COURT'S ftEASONING. 
Referring to the bill that passed the 


Legislature but was vetoed by the' Gov- 
ernor, providing for the purchase of the 
"Pauoa water, fcom Booth for Irso/wo, 
the Chief Justice, in affirming the, judg=- 
nwSnt of the Tax Appeal'Court, says:; 


"That the entire value of the water 


rights alone .was. not $100,000 is clear. 
If we- leave out of account the Gov- 
ernor's strong^ condemnation of the 
proposed bill la his,veto message and 
other circumstances that tend to weaken 
the evidence adduced in support of- the, 
valuation contended 
fpr> and assume 


fliat all :the evidence was not ,only ad- 
missible* but'entitled to consideration at 
its face value, still the proposed appro- 
priation was not for the purchase,' for 
$100,000, of these two-thirds' of the water 
rights which were available only ia 
small tractions 6n many different par- 
ticular lands at 'many different fixed 
times, but was for- the purchase, ior 
$150,000, of afl the water rights with 
complete -control and the power to use 
the wafer when and where and in what 
quantities' desired; also for rights of jway 
'for pipe lines* and for reservoir sites, 
and the sites of the springs, with 'the 
right to Increase the outflow by tunnel- 
ing or otherwise, and all for the purposes 
of .the. city -water supply, to which use 
no private purchaser could pat 
the 


-water." - 


Justice Perry Jteasons at length that 


the legislative opinions taken,at its full 
effect^ is'not _evidefice Jhat the water 
-rights in question- are worth, $XOO?OD&. 


THE toSSENTING OPINION. 


-, Justice Galbraith; dissenting, makes 
the following among other observations r 


~ It is' nbf denied that the taxpayer 
made a vigorous effort during the ses- 
sion of die Territorial Legislature com- 
mencing: on February 
ioV '1903, and 


dosing April 28,1903, to effects sale <Jf 
his rights in the water of .these two 
springs for $150,000, and would have 
succeeded in so doing -but for the veto 
•of the Governor and the failure1 to con- 
trol the votes, lacking one, in* the Sen- 
ate necessary to pass the measure over 
the Governor's veto. In the absence of 
any evidence to the contrary the as- 
sessor had a right to assume that the 
taxpayer's interest in this water privilege 
was as valuable on the first day of 
January,-1904, as it was at the close 
of the legislative session in April prior 
thereto. ; Acting upon that presumption 
he had, a right to" place .the valuation 
of $106,000 on this property, the same 
valuation placed thereon by the taxpayer 
when he wanted to transfer it to the 
public." 
" 
. 


It is held by Justice Galbraith that 


the claim that the value of the springs 
.was included in that of the lands is 
proved an absurdity from the fact that 
'the sum'of toe valuations approved by 
the Tax Appeal Court is only $43,750. 
In his opinion the assessor should be 
commended '"for taking the taxpayer 
seriously in his dealing with the Ter- 
ritory through its Legislature," and he 
sars the "court has no right to presume 
such perfidy on tbe part of the legisla- 
tive assembly as tbe contention of the 
taxpaver implies." Nearing his conclu- 
sion that the assessor had a right to 
assess the lands and water, using the 
best information at his command, and 
that the valuation placed thereon of 
?i42,750 ought to be substained, Justice 
Galbraith makes these-remarks: 


"By his conduct Mr. Booth has rcn- 


ciercd it entirely unnecessary for this 
co;irt to speculate or to attempt to ap-

FOR MONTH 0 


The record -for the rtontlv, as a whole, 


was unique in tbe annals of the .weath- 
er bureau.

29.921, was .OSdlbplow: the.'•' normal;; a 
departure only exceeded • once before 
(February; 1902;-—.121) to the history of 
the, weather bureau. 


The rainfall wast considerably In ex- 


cess of tbe normal on all tbe islands 
with the exception of Hawall« where, 


the exception of the Kona dis- 


trict, the precipitation was much, less 
than .normal. * This was also the case 
at #ie stations in the Honolulu and 
Nuuanu districts oh Oahu above the 
100 foot elevation,. In these districts 
the heavy ralnR fell at the stations be- 
low this altitude, while at the stattonr 
above the downfall was less than nor- 
mal. 


As a result of the conditions abov« 


mentioned the relative humidity, dew- 
point and cloudiness were all greatly 
hi excess of their respective normals. 


The artesian well water showed the 


effects of the heavy rain^ of February* 
and rose to 36.85 feet above mean sea 
level. These are the .highest figures 
.reached since this .series of o>serva- 
rtons was taken up in March, 1899, arid 
the end. of April will doubtless'show a. 
much;higher leveL When the level- of 
this water, was first ascertained In 
1883, ft stood at 42 feet above mean sea,

Militia Will Be Maintained With Aid Prom

National Government and From 


Private Subscriptions. 


The National •Guard win not be dis- 


banded as a result of the failure of the 
Legislature to provide for its main- 
tenance. 'Instead, Colonel Jones will 
endeavor to maintain the militia in* as 
high a state of efficiency as possible 
with the support, derived from the 
tJnited States government and finan- 
cial aid promised by individual citizens 
of the.Territory. 


There is no law requiring tbe militia 


to be disbanded/' said Colonel Jones, 
commanding officer of the National 
Guard yesterday morning. "But there 
is a law on tbe statute books of the 
Territory, and & federal law requiring 
that the National Guard be maintain- 
ed. ' "We intend" to-do .the •best: we--can 
without' an appropriation .from "the 
Legislature, ana win endeavor: to"cpn- 
ttoue the National Guard in as high 
a state of efficiency as is possible with 
the limited resources at hand.- Since 
tbe erst talk of cutting out the roflitia 
started, I have received many offers 
of support from representative citizens 
of the Territory. These were-men who 
owned, their own1 homes,, and some who 
did not, .but all of them were willing 
to contribute as much as they were 
able, to the support of the guard. 


"The mlUtia organization wfll be con- 


tinued as at present If possible though 
naturally we will be sadly hampered 
by the withdrawal of the support of the 
Territory. The' National Guard.gets 
some support from the TJnited States 
government, in fact, the "War Depart- 
ment has been doing more for the mili- 
tia of the Territory, than for any other 
State .or Territory with the exception 
of one. We were receiving $4,000 a 
year from the United States under- the 
old federal appropriation of a million 
dollars, and from the two million dol- 
lar appropriation .passed in further- 
ance of the so-called Dick bin, we re- 
ceived first $5,000 annually, which-re- 
cently was increased to $7,600 a year. 
So w« were entitled np to the end of 
tbe fiscal year to about 112,000 instead 
of which we were given-some $18,000 in 
supplies and equipment This is con- 
siderably in exoess of tbe amount we 
were allotted on tbtt division of this 
appropriation 
between tbe various 


states and. territories. 


"Tbe support the National Guard re- 


ceives from tba United States Is not 
In cash of course, but we are permitted 
to draw upon th* War Department for 
equipment or supplies to tbe amount 
named.

MODERN IN ALL RESPECTS. 
The LikeKfce is 4 modem vessel in 


every way and is said to have cost the 
steamship company about $90,000. She 
was built by the Union Iron Wjrks at 
San Francisco under the supervision of 
Constructing Engineer Johnson, of the 
Wilder Company; She is 130 feet lohg 
and has a thirty, foot beam. She has 
ample cargo capacity and space upon 
deck for carrying a large number .of 
cattle For passengers she has capacity 
for twenty-one first-class and one hun- 
dred deck. The first-class passengers' 
quarters, as -well as those for the offi- 
cers ofthe vessel, ar6 ranch superior to 
the average accommodations found on 
inter-island vessels. The staterooms are 
large and airy contain two bunks, a 
sofa, and are of more than average 
height .The dining saloon of the ves- 
sel is a very handsome one. It is well 
lighted, has a high ceiling, and a. neat 
companion way runnipg to the upper 
deck. The deck room for tKe~fifst- 
dass -passengers is ample. The tfecks 
are wide, protected by good railings, 
and in every respect spotlessly tleaiu. 


The vessel has all modern machinery. 


Her engines are first-lass as 'is every 
other item of machinery"' from 
the 


winches to the telegraph connecting the 
pilot house with the engine room. Cap- 
tain. ISapala's quarters are just aft of 
the" pilot house and are very commo- 
dious. The vessel's speed is thirteen 
and one-half knots. 


The Likelike will carry a crew of a 
captain, two mates, three engineers, two 
oilers, three firemen, one watchman, six 
deek-hands, and:;four"men in the stew- 
ard's department • 


HAS A CLEAN RECORD. 


Captain Napala,' the native skipper of 


the Likelike, has a clean record. He 
has been to sea here for many years 
and has never had a mishap. 
It is 


curious that Napala, wbp served as a 
sailor on the former steamer Likelike 
about seventeen • years ago, should se- 
cure the command of the new Likelike. 
After serving three vears,as a sailor on 
the Likelike Napala served in a similar 
capacity on the steamer Mokolii -and 
then took a;shore position :for about 
four years. Returning to the service of 
the Wilder Company,he went -out again 
on the steamer Mokolii as chief mate, 
holding the place 
for • about • fifteen 


months. 
He was then .placed^ aboard 


the schooner. Golden Gate as chief mate 
and after holding this position 
for 


about three months was pveh command 
of the vessel. He remained on board 
for seven months as skipper. 
After- 


wards the Golden Gate was wrecked by 
another captain on Lanai. Napala did 
so well as captain of the Golden Gate 
that he was promoted to the command 
of the steamer Mokolii. 
During the

took command of the Golden Gate and 
later took the Mokolii again, command- 
ing her for about a year and 
six -. 


months. He then took charge. of the 
Lehua.. As- captain of the Lehua he 
piloted 'that vessel on many dangerous 
voyages through the Moiokai channel 
and to the ports and rough landings on 
Maui, Lanai, and Moiokai. He is known 
as a very careful and cool headed" man.
